FIRST DAY—AFTERNOON SESSION 

Devotional services were conducted by Rev. W. M. Parkes 
after which the Moderator called the body to order and pro- 
ceeded with the transaction of business. 

Rev. A. E. Lucas, appointee to make report of General 
Missions, not being present, Rev. G. W. Nutt read the re- 
port prepared by the Secretary of the Convention Board. 
‘Report was discussed by Rev. | T. W. Green and adopted. 
Rev. G. W. Nutt and Clerk of this Association appointed a 
committee to condense the report for publication in the 
Minutes. 


MISSIONS WITHIN THE STATE. 
1. Church Building and Church Extension Support. 

The amount appropriated for church building purposes 
for this year is $27,000. The number of churches being as- 
sisted from this fund is 49. Of this number 21 are town 
churches and 28 are country churches. This is by far the 
largest appropriation that has-ever been made for church 
extension work by our State Board. 

2. MisSionary Pastoral Support. 

The Board is assisting in paying the salaries of 100 
pastors. The number of churches represented is 153. Of 
this number 68 are in town and 85 in the country. The ap- 
propriation to this work surpassed any previous appropria- 
tion. 

3. Miscellaneous Mission Work. 

The Board is assisting in the paying of the salaries of 
4 Indian pastors. The amount set apart for this work is 
$500.00. There are 8 churches sharing in this fund, be- 
sides some mission work is being done among Indians who 
have no work. The Board is paying a salary to Rev. B. H. 
Ellis who is missionary to the Creoles. He is a faithful 
missionary and his work is prospering. In addition to this, 
the Board pays part of the salary of the Corresponding 
Secretary of the Negro Baptist Convention Board, a part of 
the salary of the Bible teacher in the Jackson Baptist Col- 





lege (colored), and furnishes Bible, Sunday School and B. 
y. P. U. teachers for two weeks each at Natchez and Jack- 
son Colleges once a year. Then the Board pays a part of 
the salaries of two religious workers in Good Will Center, 
Meridian, and a part of the salary of two religious workers, 
one in Blue Mountain College and one/in the Woman's Col- 
lege. 
Sunday School Work. 

The Sunday School Department, rough the Assistant 
Secretary, J. E. Sweany, makes the following report: The 
Sunday School workers have visited 170 churches. During 
the month of April, Mr. Byrd and Mr Sweany gave their 
entire time to the Seventy-Five Milli Campaign. * ae 
There are about 250 more Sunday Schools than there were 
last year. There have been 21 additipns to the churches 
vy letter, 53 by baptism and about professions of faith 
who did not unite with the churches pt the time the work-

Five years ago we had no district organization, and we 
now have our six District B. Y. P. U. Conventions that are 
proving powerful factors in our organization. 

Our State Convention has grown from an attendance of 
090, five years ago to an attendance of 1,500. 

W. M. U. Work. 

The W. M. U. Department through its State Secretary, 
Miss M. M. Lackey, makes the following report of their 
stewardship for the Associational year closing with August 
1, 1923. ; 

The Woman’s Missionay Union has five definite aims 
which they purpose to carry out in the accomplishment of 
their work, namely: Supplication, Stewardship, Study, 
Service and Soul-Winning. A Standard of Excellence con- 


taining ten points is placed before each local society to help 
ihe same fulfill these definite aims. 

The number of local organizations are now 1,404 of 
which 771 are Woman's Missionary Societies and the other 
Young People’s: Of this number of W. M.S.,88 are new 
organizations ; and of the young people’s 161 are new organ- 
izations. 


The Baptist Seventy-Five Million Campaign. 

The receipts from the beginning of the Campaign to 
date are $2,358,816.31. The receipts from August Ist, to 
August Ist, 1923 were $449,036.04. The money has_ been 
distributed on the following percentage basis: Foreign 
Missions, .255 per.cent, Home Missions, .16 per cent; State 
Missions, .19 per cent; Ministerial Relief, .014 per cent; Or- 
phanage, .03 per cent; Hospitals, .053 per cent; General Ob- 
jects, .018 per cent ; Southwide Objects, .04 per cent ; Chris- 
tian Education, .24 per cent. There remain only about fif-

The last report of the Board states that if we raise 
'$75, 000,000 by the close of the Seventy-Five Million Cam- 
paign and the Home Board receives its due proportion, the 
Board’s debt can be paid and the Board’s work increased 
fifty per cent over its present operations. 

Let us come to the help of this great work and all our 
other interests as well. 

2. FOREIGN MISSIONS 

Our Foreign Mission work grows. We have now 891 
churches in sixteen foreign lands; 211 or practically one- 
fourth of these churches are self-supporting; 442 or one- 
half have their own houses of worship. In addition to 
the churches there are 2,896 out-stations which give us a 
total of practically 4,000 stations where the Word of Gnd 
is preached regularly. Last year was the crowning year 
in baptisms, 12,611 were baptized, which is 4,720 more 
than reported the year before. We have 103,328 members. 
These gave $4.23 per capita last year. We-have 796 
schools which were attended last year by 32,789 scholars. 
This is about equal to the number of students in our Bap- 
tist Schools in Southland. 

There were 1,447 Sunday Schools, which had an en- 
rollment of 67,407. 

We have now 501 foreign missionaries and 2,820 na- 
tive missionaries. This is-almost twice as many foreign 
missionaries and almost four times as many native mission- 
aries as we had in 1919 at the beginning of the 75 Million 
Campaign. 

The Board reported a debt of $403,000 at the. last 
Southern Baptist Convention. There has been no dispo- 
sition to criticise the Board because everybody has real- 
ized that the Board has been very conservative in making 
appropriations. It has appropriated only a little above one- 
half of the amount that was proposed for it in the 75 Mil - 
lion Campaign. 

The Board at its June meeting appointed forty-eight 
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new missionaries who in the early fall of this year will go 
to their fields. _ 

The practical suggestion for everybody to take to 
heart at this critical time when the Board is burdened with 
debt, overwhelmed by the growth of the work, and ap 
palled by vast unmet needs, is that eyery one should do 
his utmost to pay his 75 Million mand ee pledge in full 
this year. If these pledges are paid bese the Board can 
pay its debts, support the missionaries jand provide for ma- 
ny, Many more distressing needs. TI simple solution of 
our present situation is the payment f our 75 Milliow 
Campaign pledges. This is the bigge need for foreign 
missions this year.. Now is the time ‘0 go forward.

Summary of our last year hospital achievements: 21 
Baptist hospitals operated with 2,650 beds; 70 buildings 
included in hospital plants; 47,280 patients treated ;5,669 
charity patients treated at cost of $257,195.90; 13,558 pa- 
tients treated who had no church affiliation; 973 nurses in 
training.

Report on Woman’s Work, prepared by Mrs. G. B. 
Smalley, was read by the clerk, Report discussed by Rev. 
G. W. Nutt and adopted. 


To paraphrase a proverb it may be said of the Woman’s 


Report on Women’s Work. 
Missionary Union: “Many years thou hast done worthily, 
but this year excellest them all.” 

These 35 years of the Union's existence have been fill- 
ed with prayerful planning, sacrifical service, consecrated 
contributions, and with happy harvests. With renewed 
interest we look forward to another year of growth and 
progress and achievement. 

The Union’s total number of organizations last year 
was 20,878, while this year the number reported is 22,109 
of which 10,889 are women’s societies, and 11,220 repre- 
sent their work with the younger people. 

The Mission Study record for 1923 shows a total of 
19,364 clases held, with 77,076 seals taken. Of this num- 
ber Mississippi reports 7,280 classes. The Standard of 
Excellence has been attained by 7,472 Societfes. Missis- 
sippi stands second, with 798. 

The January and March weeks praver for Foreign 
and Home Missions were observed this year by at least one- 
third of the organizations. 

The Woman’s Missionary Ynion Training School, locat- 
ed at Louisville, Ky., enrolled this past year, 174 students. 
In the graduating class were 58, of whom ten were day 
pupils, or the wives of ministerial students. Many of our 
women missionaries receive their training in this school. 

Two magazines are published by the Union. The 
younger of these is a quarterly entitled, “World Comrades,” 





iis slogan being “To Girdle the World with Friendliness.” 
It lacks a few months being a year old) yet its subscription 
list exceeds 9,000. It carries weekly programs and helps 
for Sunbeam Bands, Royal Ambas dor Chapters, and 
Girls’ Auxiliaries. Additional help for young people’s 
leaders, with programs and other helps for women’s socie- 
ties, are given monthly in Royal Service, the paid-up sub- 
scription list of which is 55,884. Th aim by next May is 
61,500. : 

Large use is made by the women and young people, of 
the leaflet literature distributed by fhe Union, most of 
which is free for the asking.

We believe that in the closing year of the 75 Million 
Campaign we may expect the greatest report that the 
Woman’s Missionary Union has ever iven, and a determin- 
ation to finish up the campaign in a way. worthy of our 
Baptist people.
